The news received some time ago that it 
was the intention of the interior department 
to wind up the colonization companics was 
received with a great deal of satisfaction. 
This may seem strange in view of the fact 
that the great need of the district is settlers 
and our pet company was under an agree- 
ment to place over a hundred sestlers upon 
the Jand in this vicinity within the next year, 
While the government only allows settlement 
on half the land the company had agreed to 
colonize the whole, The great objection to 
the company was that it never attempted or 
intened to carry out its agreement, merely 
using it asa handle by which to acquire a 
proprietory interest in the land. Its inten- 
tion never was to incur expense in order to 
bring in settlers, but merely to get ina posi- 
tion to take advantage of the influx of settlers 
that was confidently expected at the time 
the grant was secured, While the agreement 
required the company even at its own ex- 
pense to bring in settlers, advance them 
money and put them in possession of land, 
its expectation was that settlers would come 
in of their own accord and at their own ex- 
pense and purchase the land at a high figure, 
While the company would secure the govern- 
ment rebate not only on these settlers but 
also on the large number already settled on 
the tract. So far was it fron a desire to pro- 

mote settlement that in several cases where 
parties desired to seeure portions of oud sec- 
tions, instead ot being placed on them forth- 
with they were either refused altogether or 
otfered the land at five to ten dollars an acre. 
It is needless to say that under such a sys- 
tem settlement has not thriven in this dis- 
trict during the reign of the colonization 
company- that although our opportunities 
have been greater our increase has been less 
than before the company existed, There 
wure two chapices of protit in the scheme, the 
one of selling land at an advance on the net 
cost of ¢1 an aere if immigration kept up,and 
the Jother, if immigration failed, of using 
influence with the gevernment to secure 
more favorable terms, having the colonization 
avreement, the money paid and the improve- 
ments entered upon as a sort of catch or ar 
gument to back the demand, It is not ne 
cessary now to recall the attempts of the 
company to increase this catch by asserting 
and trying to get the public to acknowledge 
its absolute proprietory right in the matters 
of wood and hay as well as of the land itself, 
although the agreement througn whieh alone 
the proprietory righteould be secured bad 
not been complied with in asingle particular, 
The first of these chances of profit having ut 
terly failed the company now falls back upou 
the second,of more favorable terms. What 
these terms are may be gathered from 
a late statement of the minister of in 
terior in the house, that the culonization 
companies had madeapplication to the gov- 
erument fora modification of their agree. 
ments and that the proposal of the govern. 
ment was to wind up those that can be wound 
up by lessening the area to be colonized on 
the basis of giving lamd at #2 an aere in place 
of the money already paid in, Whether this 
Cencession Will satisfy the companies or not 
remains to be seen, but certainly it is much 
more favorable to them and less se to the 
public than the original agreement. In that 
case the whole of the land had to be colon- 
ized, bad as well as good, odd as well as even 
sections, in order to secure if at $1 an acre. 
Such as was not colonized—the least valuable 
sections—had te be paid for at 82 an acre, 
Under the proposed arrangement there are | 
no obligations as to colonization, and as this | 
company will no doubt have a chore, the | 
least valuable land will be left on the govern. | 
ment’s hands and the best sections purchased / 
at S2an acre. This is perhaps more than its | 
present value if coupled with settlement and 
improvement, but it is searcely a full specu 


| 
lative value for choice sections in the heart’ 


of an old settlement. But aside altogether | 
from the question of valuc, the permanent 
locking up of such land is certain to do more 
injury than any price received for it war- 
rants. Even supposing that the odd sections | 

| 


are not immediately thrown open to settle- 
ment—although they certainly will be if a 
proper pressure is brought to bear—their be- | 
ing owned by a company would destroy the 
rights of common in wood, hay and pasture 
now enjoyed by settlers, and which is a very 
considerable offset to the disadvantage of 
their being unoccupied ; while,when they are 
thrown open generally, this the oldest set- 
tlement in the North-West will find itself 
with a great proportion of its land locked up 
and will consequently be distanced by settle- 
ments not now in existence where all the land 
will be open to settlement. When the com- 
pany according to its own agreemant has for- 
feited all claims to consideration, has failed 
to show even good intentions,and when acon- 
cession made to it is certain te be a public 
injury, it stands in the same position as a de- 
linquent homesteader and has no right to 
any better treatiment—that is the forfeiture 
of all money paid, all improvements and all 
Claim on the land, Lf the government desires 
to deal gently by the company let land at $2 
an acre be givenin some locality where it 
will not interfere with present settlement, 
and allow the company only such land in this 
settlement as its inprovements are upon, al- 
ways provided that no previous settler is 
thereby detranded, This would be most le- 
nient treatment and is the utmost that should 
be allowed,

ALBERTA a8 Well as Manitoba has recently 
been treated te a taste of the bencfits of the 
C.P.R. monopoly of railway communication 
with the States. The Galt company as is 
well known has by means of English capital 
developed an important coal industry at 
Lethbridge. To reach the Manitoba market 
the company built a railway over 100 miles 
long trom the minesat Lethbridge to Dun. 
more on the C.P.R. V9 still further extend 
their market the company proposed to run 
araijlway into Montana, which has valuable 
mines but ne good coal, Lethbridge being 
only 60 miles distant from the Montana 
boundary. The company was beyond ques- 
tion financially able to build the road and 
asked no bonus to do it. The construction of 
the road was certain to result in an immense 
extension of the coal trade which would 
greatly benefit Lethbridge and all southern 
Alberta. But when the bill was put before 
parliament the monopoly clause was enforced 
against itand it was not passed. This mo- 
nopoly may be a good thing to retain our own 
trade for our own people, but when it  pre- 
vents our selling from: our inexhaustible 
stores of coal toa foreign nation, when our 
home markets are so limited, it is unquestion- 
ably a great injury and an injustice as well,

addressed both parties, showed how the dead 
man wasin fault and the restitution that 
had been made his relatives, and asked that 
all his, the chief's, friends§ should show their 
desire to forget the affair by shaking hands 
with the murderer. All did so excepta 
brother and brother-in-law of the dead man 
who remarked that they would rather shoot 
than shake hands. It is feared that they will 
continue the feud. 


Tuts town has been comparatively free 
from drunken disturbances lately, although 
there hav@been more than even the lieuten- 
ant-governor’s liberal allowance of permits 
would account for.
